Mike WA8MCQ earlier posting for a 75 ohm attenuator got me 
wondering about just what kind of an error you would get 
using one in a 50 ohm line. 


I set up a test and came up with the following. 


Equipment: 75 ohm 19" rack mount step attenuator 500 MW 
maximum power input (Western Electric) 


W7EL QRP wattmeter (calibrated with Tektronix 465 
and checked against Bird 43) 


Attenuator with -10db step enabled 


Input Output actual attenuation 
200 MW 18 MW -10.458db 
300 MW 27 MW -10.458db 
400 MW 36 MW -10.458db 


As you can see the attenuation is greater than expected but 
only by a little over 4% 

With a scope on the output and in 10db steps the error from 
-10 thru -50 remained constant 

If anyone else has looked into this I would sure like to 
hear from you.

QRPers, 

I solved the spur problem with my new transmitter. I believe the prize for 
picking the right 2x4 to whack me upside the head with goes to W6EMD, who 
noticed that 2x the local oscillator passed right through all my filtering 
unmolested! 


So anyway, inspired by all these variable IF filters going around, I came 

up with a double-tuned bandpass filter to replace the 7-11 MHz job that was 
in there. It's front panel switch-tunable to either 7 or 10.1 MHz, so I 
don't lose the option to add 30m down the road... All the junk is around 

30 dB down now 

30 dB or more down, like it should be. The output's a little low now, but I 
can probably easily get it back to 1 watt by fiddling with the input voltage 
dividers. 


To all who offered help, THANKS! 

With this comes a question... what's a good bias current for diodes 
switching RF? I have a 470 ohm resistor feeding two of them, and I can get 
less insertion loss by paralleling smaller resistances, up to a point.

Dayton is approaching and NorCal is again sponsoring the building contest. 
We started the building contest last year with the Pixie 2 and we all had a 
great time. Buck asked me to do it again this year, and I have come up with 
a slightly different twist after getting imput from several who were at last 
year's event. 


Last year, we passed out a schematic and a board, had everyone hunt for the 
parts in the flea market, and then we built the rigs Saturday night. The 
only problem was that people spent several hours building instead of visiting 
at the hospitality suite, which is what Dayton should be all about. So here 
is the change for this year. Instead of building the project at Dayton, we 
are publishing the articles ahead of time in QRPp and QQ, so that you can 
build the project and bring it to Dayton for judging by KI6DS, K5FO, and 
WA6GER. The prize? Bragging rights for 1 year and a year's extension of 
your QRPp subscription for the top 3 entrants of both projects. You may 
build and enter one or both projects. 


We have selected 2 simple projects for the contest this year. One is the 
49er which is a simple 40 meter Direct Conversion Transciever designed by 
Wayne Burdick, N6KR. It has the following features: 

*Runs on any DC voltage from 7 to 12V 

*xPower output of roughly 250mW at 9 volts, 500mW @ 12V 

*VXO covers about 5kHz (7.037 to 7.042 using 7.040 crystal) 

xFull QSK 

xVery low current drain: 10mA receive, about 7O0mA transmit @9V 

xOne simple alignment step 
Wayne has worked as far east as Michigan with it, and the first station that 
I heard on mine was K5FO running 950mW from Dallas!! Boards are available 
from NorCal ($5 from Jim Cates, 3241 Eastwood Rd., Sacramento, CA 95821) and 
if a local club wants to order 10 or more boards, they are $4 each. 
Postage is included. The circuit board will fit in an Altoids box and the 
transceiver has 41 board mounted parts. It features a NE602, LM380 audio 
amp, and 78L05 plus 2N3904, J309 (or J310, 2N5484), and a 2N3866, 2N3553, or 
2SC799 final transistor. All parts are available from Mouser and Digikey, 
and part numbers are included in the article. 


The second project is a Regenerative Receiver from Paul Harden. There is no 
circuit board for this one, but it is very simple to build and works really 
well. Full building information is included in the article. 


Both the 49er and the Regenerative Receiver articles will be published in 
the March issue of QRPp and the April issue of QRP Quarterly, the ARCI 
journal. If you don't subscribe and would like a copy of the information, 
or you just can't wait for the mail, then send me a stamped, self-addressed 
business sized envelope and $1 and I will send you a 4 page copy of the 
article that will appear. 


The artwork for the board is printed (I did the artwork, Wayne did the 
circuit design for the 49er) so those of you who make your own boards may 
do so. Remember, send to Jim for the board, the information packet to me.

Enough gain to compensate for the negative gain of the xtal filter at its 
narrowest setting.

METER: Well, the circuitry for a relative output meter is on the board, and 
parts supplied, except for the meter movement itself. The meter circuit is 
very useful for building/alignment, so a 100ma (even 200ma will do) movement 
is handy to have around. But I would hardly spend the time cutting a hole in 
the cabinet for a meter that only shows the transmit relative output. I like 
to watch an S meter bounce, but it isn't practical here without some added HB 


circuitry. I used a left over old meter for building and I plan to cut its 
wires and leave it out of the finished rig.

I have 
heard (barely) one or two S9+ stations which were not around long enough for 
me to try to use to adjust it. 


This, of course, is frustrating! My 20m Explorer I is not particularly 
sensitive but it's quite usable. So there must be something going on here. 
I've done quick looks and don't find anything obvious. My soldering looks 
good and the ICs are in the right places. The transmitter seems to be 
working FB. And, I can touch some of the receiver components and listen to 
a nice collection of broadcast stations which sound great! 


Any ideas short of sending it to OHR for a "professional" alignment? I have 
some test equipment including a low-end Heathkit scope so I can do a bit of 
fishing if I know what I'm fishing for.

Thanks for doing the ABX modification and for your analysis. I believe 
you're correct in your statement about Cohn filters in general. But there 
are three possible differences in the case of the Sierra. 


First, note that there is a *xsecondx crystal filter after the I.F. amp; 
this filter removes wideband I.F. noise but also modifies the overall 
shape. Second, it may be that the termination impedances for both filters 
are asymmetrical enough to modify the usual response curve. Finally, the 
varactors are going to make things even less predictable: they are 
typically matched to about 10 or 20%, which is not as good as the original 
% capacitors. And as you vary the ABX control, all bets are off. 


As I discovered later, Ten-Tec has been using a much more complex version 
of this filter for years. Their "Jones" filter has more varactors, along 
with individual bias compensation trimmers for each, presumably to improve 
passband symmetry for SSB. 


Next time I sweep the filter I'll post the results. In the mean time, 
enjoy it--everyone who's done the ABX mod and reported back to me has raved 
about how much better it works. A small amount of passband asymmetry 
appears not to matter, in most cases, for receiving CW.

So can anybody recommend a "decent, not to long and not too 
expensive" rubber duckie antenna? 


I don't know how you quantify "not too long" and "not too expensive", but I've 
had good experiences with the ANLI AL-800 antenna. It comes in 2 parts, a base 
and a pair of whips. One whip is equivalent to a stock rubber ducky (e.g. nice 
dummy load) and one is an extendable one, which when extended provides some 
gain (The manufacturer claims 3.2 dBi on 2m and 5.6 dBi on .7m, here's some 
kosher salt to go with those numbers. Actually, it just said "dB" and not 
"dBi" but I wouldn't assume a rubber ducky would be 3.2 dBd.) when extended 
and some improvement over a rubber ducky when collapsed. 


For me, I can hit every 2m repearter in NYC from my living room in Brooklyn -- 
I don't have any real experience with it on .7m. The antenna setup runs around 
$40.
